Xarbcr th will 
again this year ob- 
serve a custo m 
which \\i\< made the 
home* a thing of 
beauty — that of 
placing lighted 
candles in the win- 
(1 o w s Christmas 
Eve. Most of the 
residents have ex- 
pressed their inten- 
tion of lighting up 
the greeting can- 
dles before going 
to the Community 
Christmas tree. 

It was nine years 
ago — Christmas, 
1015 — that about 
three score Nar- 
berthite? inaugur- 
ated the candle 
greeting as an ex- 
pression of neigh- 
borliness to the 
passerby. These 
loyal home folks 
responded to a sug- 
gestion made in 
"Our Town." and the first silent 
salutation took the form of a single 
candle placed in each window, visi- 
ble to the street or streets near the 
individual's home. 

In 1916 115 homes had adopted 
the happy custom. And from the 
simple single candle form the salu- 
tation grew into geometric arrange- 
ments of candles displayed in every 
window of the house. One of the 
simpler of these arrangements was 
obtained by the use of two short 
candles and one tall candle, the tall 
candle being placed in the centre 
and the two short candles on either 
side of the tall one. ....... 

In the intervening years, this cus- 
tom has grown in amazing propor- 
tions and became a unique, looked- 
for happening to our local residents. 
Scarcely a block was without at 
least one candle greeting last year; 
most blocks had several, and some 
blocks had no houses that were 
without some form of the silent 
salute — the sign of "Peace on earth, 
good-will toward men." 

The candle greeting is a very old 
custom in England, but is used in 
few places in the United States, 
Baltimore is one of the few large 
cities to consistently repeat the prac- 
tice year after year, while New Eng- 
land has been rapidly developing a 
greater sentiment for this beautiful 
custom. 

Narberth has adopted the greet- 
ing as its own and each year has 
found it more widely practiced. So 
let us beat last year's record — let us 
add every newcomer to the list and 
half as many more. Better still, let's 
see to it that every occupied house 
shows at least one candle on the eve 
of December 24th, and let's keep 
them burning until midnight. 

One caution — be careful of the 
curtains I Year after year a bunch 
of over-practical fire-marshals cry 
out in horror at the custom of plac- 
ing candles in the windows, and 
year after year, the organizations 
and newspapers that have some little 
regard for the old-fashioned, warm- 
hearted Christmas. spirit, urge the 
people to join in the custom. The 
fire marshals are right in trying to 
avoid property loss, but their minds 
all run in the same channels, they 
seem to recognize the general public 
as a bunch of low-grade idiots who 
lack the intelligence to put back the 
curtains, and fasten them back. 

If ordinary care is taken, and if 
no candles are left burning while 
the house is unoccupied, the danger 
is negligible. We have never yet 
had any trouble in Narberth from 
such a cause, and despite the fact 
that nearly every home how . joins 
in, there is no reason to anticipate 
danger. 

So let's all do our part, and if, in 
the bargain, the weather man gives 
us snow, Narberth will be_ a town 
worth inviting your friends" to come 
out and see.

Manv stars have blossomed forth 
on the little Christmas tree in the 
Community Library since it was put 
up there last Monday, and every 
star represents a gift. What is much 
more significant, every star also in- 
dicates a cordial feeling of apprecia- 
tion of the Library's service and a 
real personal desire to support it. 
As was previously stated no gifts 
are being solicited for the Library 
tree. All of them are voluntary and 
no person who comes to the Li- 
brarv for hooks is asked to con- 
tribute. 

The Library Christmas tree has 
already developed many interesting 
incidents which show how intimate- 
ly the Library is reaching the lives 
of many people in the community. 
A serious little girl, about nine years 
old, has been in the habit of coming 
into the Library every afternoon to 
read certain juvenile magazines for 
one-half hour. When her time is 
up she carefully places a slip of 
paper to mark her place in the 
magazine and goes away. Her sys- 
tematic and eager reading attracted 
the attention of some of the staff, 
bv whom ft was narrated to an in- 
terested person, who immediately 
gave a year's subscription to another 
juvenile magazine and thereby 
caused another star to be put on the 
Christmas tree. 

A man came into the Library one 
day this week to look over some of 
the books there with the idea of 
getting information as to what 
books to buy for Christmas gifts. 
He saw the tree and was very glad 
to make a gift of money. A wom- 
en, who says that in addition to 
reading the books she has enjoyed 
going to the Library frequently just 
to talk about books, also has con- 
tributed a "money star" to the tree. 

A little boy examined the tree 
with much interest, asked about its 
significance and then contributed a 
nickel, saying that he "wanted to see 
i star there for himself." In the 
nurrying crowds i n Broad Street 
Station, one day this week, a mem- 
ber of the Library staff was stopped 
by an equally busy woman who lives 
in Narberth, who said that she had 
read in "Our Town" the announce- 
ment regarding the Library Christ- 
mas tree and that she wanted to 
make a contribution of money and 
also of books. The tree will remain 
in the Library until after Christmas 
and a complete report of all of the 
gifts will be printed in January.

On Tuesday evening, Decem- 
ber 23, S P. M., at the Ardmore 
Presbyterian Church, the Main 
Line Choral Society will make its 
fit st appearance in a program, 
comprising an interesting collec- 
tion of Christmas music. This 
program has been arranged by 
William P. Bentz, director of the 
organization, as illustrating the 
most typical of the old Christmas 
folk songs of the various coun- 
tries of Europe, together with 
some compositions of more recent 
date. All of the selections are 
pre-eminently chorals and will be 
given, unaccompanied, by the 50 
mixed voices which Mr. Bentz has 
been training 

This organization was formed 
recently by the consolidation of 
the various Main Line Choruses, 
including the Melody Club 
of Ardmore; the Bryn Mawr 
Chorus, and the Narberth Choral 
Society, some of which had pre- 
viously been under Mr. Bentz's 
direction. As a result of the con- 
solidation of these previously- 
separate bodies, a wealth of ex- 
cellent voices is made available 
and Mr. Bentz is taking full ad- 
vantage of the material to de- 
velop a decidedly superior type 
of choral work. 

It is hoped that all friends and 
supporters of the former organiza- 
tions will attend this first effort of 
che Main Line Choral Society and 
judge for themselves the result of 
the consolidation. Admission to 
the concert will be by invitations, 
which have been mailed to all 
those associated with any of the 
old bodies, but the public in gen- 
eral is invited and will be accom- 
modated so far as the seating 
capacity of the church will allow. 
The society is very anxious to 
have its work become known by 
the public, and that means the 
whole Main Line community, for 
it plans to give at least three more 
programs during the season and 
hopes to be able to sing at least 
once during the season in each 
Main Line center from Narberth 
to Wayne.

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Bank Going Up. 

The foundation work on the 
new building for the Narberth Na- 
tional Bank has been completed 
and a good part of the construc- 
tion work for the upper floors is 
under way. 

Building Inspector George B. 
Suplee has received a number of 
inquiries concerning the proximity 
of the south wall of the building to 
the pavement on Haverford ave- 
nue. These queries arise from the 
fact that the building line must be 
10 feet from the curb. 

It happens in this case, how- 
ever, Mr. Suplee explains, that 
Haverford avenue is not resting 
easily on its bed, or, in other 
words, that it is gee-gawed. It is 
said that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road right-of-way is encroaching 
on the south side of the street to 
some extent, and eventually, if 
Haverford avenue is paved, the 
line of it will be moved over to the 
proper point. 

If this is done, a part of the rail- 
road yard will be moved hack, and 
the old post office building, now 
occupied by the real estate office 
of Robert J. Nash would havd to 
go-

The service this year will consist 
of a short opening prayer, commu- 
nity singing of favorite carols and a 
brief address. In addition it is 
hoped that a triple quartet from 
the Main Line Choral will sing 
selected numbers from the concert 
program which they are giving at 
Ardmore Tuesday next. 

The singing will be under the 
direction of Mr. George A. Mahl, of 
Narbrook Park. Rev. Robert E. 
Keighton, the new pastor of the 
Baptist Church, will give the ad- 
dress. 

To make this beautiful Christmas 
eve service a great success and to 
inspire its becoming an integral part 
of our community life, the co-opera- 
tion of all our citizens is earnestly 
asked by the committees in charge. 

Come out to the service, singing, 
bring your hymnals and light the 
way to the tree with candles in your 
windows.

TWO MORE FLOORS 

To Be Added to Merlon Title Build- 
ing in Ardmore. 

Workmen started last Monday to 
build scaffolding as a preliminary 
to the erection of two additional 
stories on the banking building of 
the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany, at Ardmore. When Com- 
pleted the building will be one of 
the highest used for business pur- 
poses along the Main Line. 

At the same time the plans call 
for construction of a large safe de- 
posit vault and silver storage vault 
in the basement. This will permit 
the removal of the present vault on 
the main banking floor, so that the 
bank lobby will be run through the 
space it now covers. The basement, 
where 4000 safe deposit boxes will 
be made available, will also be laid 
out with a commodious reception 
room, numerous coupon booths and 
several conference rooms. 

The two new stories will provide 
room badly needed because of the 
ever-increasing business of the com- 
pany, and will, especially, provide 
room absolutely required by the 
greatly enlarged title plant and set- 
tlement rooms of the real estate and 
title departments. There will also 
be offices provided above the main 
banking floor by the addition for the 
bookkeeping, analysis and statistical 
departments. 

Public access to the upper floors 
will be provided by an electric ele- 
vator system running from the front 
of the bank. 

These changes will provide for 
additional service to the community 
and will enable the company to serve 
still better its large clientele. 

There are at present 91 employees 
in the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany and it has been figured that 
there have been as many as 400 
customers enter the bank in one 
hour's time. The company has 
15,000 accounts, $6,300,000 in de- 
posits, and has just recently topped 
the $8,000,000 mark in total re- 
sources, making the company the 
second largest in the county.

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WYNNEFIELD BUSINESS 

District Growing Rapidly on Fifty- 
Fourth 8treet. 

Many improvements, nearly all of 
a business character, are under way 
on Fifty-fourth street in Wynne- 
field, from a point above Jefferson 
street almost to City avenue near 
Bala. A number of end residences 
on the street have been converted 
into stores, and several operational 
of stores and apartments are al- 
most completed. The whole trend 
of development along Fifty-fourth 
street points to the conclusion that 
it will be the business section of 
Wynnefield within a few years. No 
business section is complete with- 
out a motion picture theatre, and 
Fifty-fourth street is to have a pic- 
ture house in the near future, to 
be built by the Stanley Company. 

There is little evidence of change 
in the rest of Wynnefield, which, 
with Overbrook, its neighbor, con- 
stitutes one of the finest semisub- 
urban residential sections within the 
city limits. There are many who 
desire to live within the city limits 
with suburban surroundings, and to 
those Overbrook and Wynnefield 
have appealed. 

On Estate of Dr. Wynn. 

Wynnefield is built largely on the 
old country estate of Dr. Thomas 
Wynn, physicion to William Penn, 
who accompanied the proprietor on 
his first trip to America, and who 
was given large tracts of land along 
the Main Line, afterward known as 
the Welsh tract. A large part of 
Wynnefield and some of Overbrook 
is built on the old George farm of 
450 acres, which began to be broken 
up in the early seventies with the 
death of David George and the di- 
vision of his large holdings among 
his six children. 

Three hundred and twelve acres 
of the tract were purchased in 1720 
by Edward George from Edward 
Roberts for 446 pounds Pennsyl- 
vania money. Edward George sub- 
sequently acquired other small tracts 
adjoining. The land passed from 
father to son for more than a cen- 
tury and came into the possession 
of Jesse George, a grandson of the 
original owner, early in the nine- 
teenth century. In 1839 he pur- 
chased an adjoining tract of 13 
acres from William Allen for 17 
pounds, 3 shillings. His son, David 
George, died in the early sixties, 
leaving the estate to be parceled out 
among his six children. 

Part of Fairmount Park. 

The City of Philadelphia took 
about 100 acres of the tract and 
added it to Fairmount Park, where 
it still is known as Georges Hill. 
The other ground was cut up into 
city lots and began to be sold off 
in the early seventies, though neither 
Wynnefield nor Overbrook got 
under way until some years later. 

One of the greatest charms of 
Wynnefield is the rolling nature of 
the ground, covered by forest 
growth of many years and inter- 
sected by broad, winding avenues. 
Almost any part of it or Overbrook 
can be reached from City Hall by 
motor in about 20 minutes. 



PLAN MER10N APARTMENT 

$1,000,000 Structure May be Erected 
Over Protests of Residents. 

""The erection of a $1,000,000 
apartment house in exclusive Mer- 
ion may be allowed over the pro- 
tests of numerous residents because 
of the omission of the letter "a" in 
a deed drawn four years ago. 
Whether or not the apartment house 
will be built will be decided by 
Judges Miller and Williams, oi 
Montgomery county. 

Harry B. Hoffman, paper box 
manufacturer, purchased a plot of 
ground on Baird avenue between 
Hazelhurst avenue and Heath road 
from George R. McAbee, operating 
as the Highland Avenue Improve- 
ment Company, some time ago. 
Hoffman plans to build on this lot a 
large apartment house equipped 
with a public dining room, a swim- 
ming pool and other features. 

The deed conveying the lot to 
Hoffman stipulates that the land is 
to be used for no purpose "other 
than private residence." Samuel L. 
Borton, Hoffman's attorney, claims 
the deed should have been written 
"other than a private residence." 

Hoffman brought action under 
the Declaratory Judgment Act 
passed by the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature in 1923, and in it Mr. Mc- 
Abee, Russel Brinton, George V. 
Gergh and 12 other residents of 
Merion are named as defendants. 

W. J. Conlen, attorney for the de- 
fendants, raised an important legal 
point in declaring the act unconsti- 
tutional in that the judgment of a 
question other than judicial has been 
imposed upon the courts by the Leg- 
islature. He says no legal contro- 
versy has been raised and that the 
Court has nothing to determine 
legally. Mr. Conlen declares that 
such a project as is proposed is 
clearly barred by the restriction 
clauses in the original deed. 

Hoffman plans to build a three- 
story structure containing apart- 
ments of one, four and six rooms. 
The lot is 202 by 400 feet.
